INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  4  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year,  3  Males  and 

1  Female • 

Infantile  Mortality  58*8  per  1,000  Live  Births  as  compared 
with  England  and  Wales  of  43  per  1,000  related  Births. 

This  is  comparatively  higher  than  that  of  last  year. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING. 

There  are  two  District  Nurses,  one  for  Hollingworth  and 
Tintwistle  and  the  other  for  Mottram  and  Broadbottom*  Fully  realising 
the  old  differences  in  the  past  that  brought  about  these  divisions,  it 
is  my  earnest  hope  that  the  Council  will  do  all  in  their  power  in 
amalgamating  these  areas  under  one  Nurse  fully  equipped  with  Car  and 
other  facilities* 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

This,  gentlemen,  is  a  very  grave  disease  and  one  that  I 
should  devote  a  paragraph  to.  The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  the 
District  is  rising  steadily.  This  rise  is  partly  due  to  congestion 
of  houses,  improper  drainage  and  sewage  disposal,  bad  social  habit 
of  talking  to  people’s  face  etc.,  and  the  type  of  milk  supplied. 

The  Sanatorium  is  congested  at  present  and  the  fact  that 
these  cases  have  to  wait  in  their  homes  before  they  can  be  admitted 
predispose  others  to  infection*  I  would  suggest  to  you,  Gentlemen, 
either  to  find  a  building  or  to  erect  a  few  huts  away  from  the  Resid¬ 
ential  area  for  these  unfortunate  people  prior  to  their  admittance. 
There  were  7  new  cases  and  the  number  may  be  higher  for  next  year* 
This  is  high  for  a  small  district. 

The  statistic  for  Tuberculosis  Mortality  for  Great  Britain 
and  Wales  are 

Respiratory  -  .464  )  per  1,000  civilian 

Other  -  .083  )  population. 
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In  view  of  the  rise  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  District,  I  would 
urge  the  Council  to  take  active  steps  in  having  most,  if  not  all  the 
milk  in  the  area  pasteurised.  I  shall,  as  soon  as  possible, 

encourage  such  procedures  by  Public  Lectures.

Beds  are  retained  in  the  Heartshead  Smallpox 
Hospital  for  cases  occurring  in  the  District. 

Tuberculous  patients  attend  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
in  Hyde .  Patients  are  sent  to  Sanatoria  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Diphtheria  cases  are  admitted  into  Hyde  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital. 

Treatment  is  provided  for  Venereal  Diseases  at  the 
District  Infirmary,  Ashton-under-Lyne. 

A  County  Midwife  resides  in  Hollingworth  for  the 
domiciliary  midwifery  in  the  District.  There  are 
also  excellent  facilities  provided  for  expectant 
mothers  at  the  District  Infirmary  and  the  Lake 
Hospital  both  in  Ashton-under-Lyne. 


SCHOOLS. 

# The  work  of  routine  school  Medical  Inspection  was  carried 
out  as  in  the  previous  year  by  a  Medical  Officer  appointed  by  the 
Cheshire  County  Council.  The  Sanitary  arrangements  and  conditions 
in  the  schools  were  reported  satisfactory. 

Owing  to  the  re-occurence  of  Diptheria  in  the  district  most 
of  the  children  at  school  were  re-immunised  and  antitoxing  were  given 
to  the  contacts.  Luckily,  there  was  no  outbreak  among  the 
children . 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Regulations  applying  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops 
were  enforced.  The  10  accredited  farms  in  the  district  were 
inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  source  of  supply  is  from  an  upland  spring  from  the 
Arnfield  Clough  and  the  water  is  not  only  soft  but  is  analytically 
pure. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSALS. 

The  general  contour  of  the  area  affords  excellent  drainage. 
Some  areas  still  have  a  bad  sewage  disposal.  Kindly  permit  me. 
Gentlemen,  to  stress  the  urgency  of  such  a  demand. 


HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 
COUNCIL* S  HOUSING  SCHEME. 


1946  return. 


Messrs.  Dobson  Chapman  &  Partners  of  Macclesfield  have  been 
appointed  Architects  and  Surveyors  to  the  Council.  They  have 
submitted  plans  for  the  erection  of  sixty-two  houses  of  the  non- 
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parlour  type,  consisting  of  Living  room,  Scullery,  3  Bedrooms, 
Bathroom,  2  W.C.s  and  the  usual  out -Buildings .  The  siting  of  the 

houses  are  16  at  Br oadbottom,  30  houses  at  Hollingworth,  and  16  at 
Mottram.  The  Broadbottom  and  Hollingworth  sites  have  been  approved 
by  the  appropriate  departments,  Ministry  of  Health,  Town  Planning 
authority,  and  County  Architects.  Contracts  have  been  accepted  and 
work  has  already  commenced  on  these  two  sites. 


FACTORIES. 

Some  factories  which  were  visited  last  year  included  the 
Cairo  Mill  at  Broadbottom  and  Walter  Hey  &  Son  in  Mottram.  Advices 
were  readily  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  employers  especially  in  such 
matters  as  accidents,  ventilation,  sanitation  and  general  cleanliness 
of  the  factories. 


AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

The  acreage  of  the  District  at  the  end  of  1946  was  3,547 
and  the  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  was  4,532. 

The  rateable  value  amounted  to  £22,372  and  the  sum  repres¬ 
ented  by  a  penny  rate  was  as  follows

During  the  year  the  Centre  was  opened  on  twenty-five 
occasions • 

The  following  are  the  figures  of  attendances ;- 


Total  number  of  attendances;  1012. 
Total  number  seen  by  Medical  Officer;  196. 
Total  number  of  New  Cases  attending;  96. 
Average  attendance  per  meeting;  40. 


The  attendance  figures  for  the  year  bring  out  two  points 
of  interest#  In  the  first  place  the  number  of  New  Cases  attending 
is  a  record  one  and  is  more  than  twice  the  number  attending  the 
Centre  four  years  ago.  Although  this  is  due  almost  entirely  to 
an  increasing  birth  rate,  it  does  indicate  that  the  mothers 
appreciate  the  value  of  early  supervision  and  advice,  and  the 
provision  of  a  safe  and  reliable  milk  supply  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

It  is  important  for  the  future  health  and  well  being  of  tho  infants, 
that  mothers  should  be  encouraged  to  bring  them  to  the  Clinic;  by 
so  doing,  early  recognition  of  pathological  conditions,  deformities 
and  irregularities  of  diet  can  be  detected  at  an  early  stage  for 
treatment  and  direction  to  appropriate  Clinics. 

A  second  point  of  interest  revealed  in  the  attendance 
figures  is  surprising  and  shows  that  in  spite  of  the  increased 
number  of  New  Cases  attending,  the  overall  attendances  for  the 
last  three  years  continue  to  show  considerable  and  progressive 
decreases.  Possibly  the  increasing  demand  for  women  workers  in 
local  industry  has  made  it  more  and  more  difficult  for  mothers  to 
bring  their  older  infants  to  the  Centre,  and  this  is  a  factor 
which  may  have  to  be  taken  into  consideration  if  continuous 
supervision  of  infants  of  pre-school  age  is  to  be  maintained. 

Attendances  were  restricted  during  tho  month  of  February 
this  year  owing  to  severe  weather  conditions. 

The  health  of  the  infants  ha3  been  well  maintained  in  spite 
of  continued  food  and  clothing  problems,  and  restrictions.
